NINE MERCHANTMEN SUNK 


BERLIN, Thursday—A special 
German announcement says: To 
relieve their hard-pressed forces in 

ypt, the British tried to pass 
through the Mediterranean a Jarge 
convoy of tankers and transports, 
comprising 21 large merchant ships, 
which were escorted by three battle- 
ships, four aircraft carriers, 
numerous cruisers and destroyers, 
with Alexandria as their obvious 
destination. 

“The convoy, consisting of 46 
units, has been under continuous 
attack in the Western Mediter- 
ranean by the closely co-operating 
units of the German -and Italian air 
and naval forces since August 11, 
in spite of the strongest A.A. and 
fighter defence. 


NINE SHIPS SUNK

CIVIL AERODROMES 
PROBLEM OF FINANCE 


Irish -Jocal authorities are ' very 
interested in the provision of -civil 
aerodromes, but who is going to 
provide the money’ 

Mr. F. Gibney, Dublin, architect 
and planner, who discussed the 
question .with an Jrish Times re- 
porter. said yesterday that the 
Government must be regarded as 
the eventual provider of the necessary 
finance for the development of civil 
aviation which would have to be car- 
ried out under the administration of 
a minister of transport and communi- 
cations, Civil aviation and flying 
services could be financed and 
operated by the central government, 
by private companies, flying clubs, or 
aeroplane manufacturers. The Air 
Navigation Act of 1928 in Great 
Britain gave local authorities the 
power to establish and operate aero- 
dromes, including their buildings 
and approaches, and also gave them 
authority to borrow monev towards 
the compulsory purchase of lands for 
sites. To secure Ireland's position in 
the world of post-war air transport, 
it would, first, be necessary to estab- 
lish aerodromes at all our tourist 
and commercial centres. Secondly, 
an internal air service, with landing 
grounds, machines, equipment, ser- 
vicing, and administration would 
have to be set in motion. Aerial 
and directional beacons would have 


all such obstructions as electric 
pylons and factory steeples. Emer- 
gency landing grounds would ‘have 
to be established.. In England 
these were twenty miles apart, ‘and 
in America ten.

Latest Soviet reports say that the 
Germans are retreating under Soviet 
ressure on the front north of 

oronezh, to which the Red Army 
has now extended its offensive. 

Crossing the Don north of the 
town, one Soviet force is attacking 
German troops fortified in two large 
villages, while another force com- 
ing from the north, and supported 
by tanks, has taken a series of 
German strong points and is push- 
ing on towards a tactically impor- 
tant village. 

South of Voronezh the Germans 
are counter-attacking 10 to 15 times 
a day to regain lost positions and 
revent the encirclement by a 
oviet column moving against them 
from the south-west. 


THE SOVIET FLEET 


ANKARA, Thursday.—It is re- 
ported here that the Russian Black 
Sea Fleet has reached Batum, near 
the Turkish border, where it would

In the Krasnodar and Maikop 
areas the Germans have not suc- 
ceeded in out-flanking Soviet strong- 
points, except in very few places. 
Around Maikop enemy attacks 
were almost all repulsed with heavy

On the 
Bryansk front an unnamed river 
was crossed and several inhabited 
localities were occupied by Soviet

NEXT SIXTY DAYS 


“The symphony of war is rising 
to a crescendo, and in the next fifty 
or sixty days we shall see a terrible 
increase in the intensity of the 
struggle,” said Mr. Oliver Lyttelton, 
British Minister of Production, in 
London ‘yesterday. The page of the 
Egyptian campaign had not yet been 
turned. Within the sixty days we 
should see a' fierce struggle once 
more break out there. 

He saw nothing to make him 
revise his opinion, expressed a few 
weeks ago, that the next eighty days 
would certainly be the gravest in our 
history, and certainly one of the 
crises of the war. ‘‘ There is no 
doubt whatever that the Russians 
have received a very severe blow in 
the South. There is, on the other 
hand, reason to admire the prowess 
and tenacity with which they are 
fighting the battle, and to congratu- 
late them on their magnificent resist- 
ance in the most vital part of the 
front, which, in my opinion, is still 
the elbow of the Don. 

‘‘The picture at sea is not wholly 
bad. Allied shipping losses have 


decreased in July, and the toll of 


U-boats has been much more 
encouraging, and in the last two or 
three weeks has been well above the 
average during the war. Increased 
attacks must be expected. We 
know that the Germans are still far 
short of the target programme at 
which they are aiming in the produc- 
tion of U-boats, We shall try, and 
I think we have already succeeded, 
in making that target unattainable 
by the heavier attacks on the yards 
and ports where U-boats are largely 
built.
